A 25-year land-use authorization would be issued to AT&T that would allow them to install a 

fiber optic cable overcrossing Lateral 24.2 near and east of the intersection between Avenue 14 

and Road 22 in Madera County, California (refer to Figure 1). The cable would be connected 

onto existing PG&E poles on either side of Lateral 24.2 and would not require new poles or any 

ground disturbance. Work is expected to be completed within two days.
